cocke,the ſwanne,and the parrot. The graſhop- 
per ſung of .1urora's bed, the ſwallow of Te- 
res table ; the ſwan was feeding nearethe head 
of the founraine ; the parrot hung on the bough 
of a tree ina cage: the peacocke ſtretching forth 
his golden plumes, ſeemed to contend in beau. 
tienot onely with the reſt of the birds, but even 
with the flowers themſelvers, for to ſay truth, 
his feathers were flowers : wherefore willing 
to oe her a hint of my intended love, I fell in 
talke with Saty7us my fathers man (who was at 
that time in the garden) takingthe argument of 
my ſpeech from the peacocke, which by ſome 
chance ſpread her wings juſt over againſt him :

ſhe ſung the combat betwixt the Bore and the 
Lyon, deſcribed by Homer , next a more plea- 
ſing fong in commendation of the Role, and if 
I ſhall wrong it ſomuch as to fay ir,and not ſing | 
it, thus it was * ;

Bit that 
which was portended by this omen not long af. 

rer came to paſſe ; for Callifthenes a young man 
of ByZantium,who having a faire eſtate left him 
by his parents { which not long beforedycd) 
was rich, yet withall very luxurious. This Ca/;ft- 
henes hearing that Soſtratus had a very beaurifull 
daughter, though hee had never ſeene her, de- 
fired to have her to his wife: For ſs inordinate are 
the deſires of an intemperat man , that a rumour 
will ſet him on fire,and hy eare can challenge as much 
part in bis love as by eye. Therefore before the 
| warre beganne, hee defired of Soſfratw that hee 
might have the maid to wite, but he,miſliking it

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 Tacle meant, Softratus for he as I told you 
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lued, and condemned by Softratue, was much 


enraged, yet diſſembled his anger,& bethought 
himſelfe how hee might have his will on the 


| maid, and berevenged on Soſfratus. Now there 
. wasalaw amongſt the. ByJanizans , that if any 


one had ſtole away a Virgin, and had offcred 
violence unto her, he ſhould have no other pu- 
niſhment inflicted on him than to marry her, 


Calliſtbenes calling this to minde, thought on a 
_ fir opportunity to ſteale her away, and though 


the warre was hot,and hee knew ſhee was at my 
Fathers houſe, yer he deſiſted not tolay wait, in 
which bufinefle this matter was a great helpe to

== wavcs againſt the hip fide, where. | 
at the Pilot commanded the faile-yard tobee 2 
eurned, which the mariners aſſaying to do were | 
hindered by the violence of the rempeſt, and | 
forc'd to leave itin its owne place: immediate. # 
ly one partof the ſhip was driveri downwards, | 
the other upwards, that wee could ſcarce ttand | 
| inourplaces, the winde growing ſtrongerwee| 
came allto the. upper decke, partly to lighten? 
the lower part which was full of water already, 3 
and partly to ballance her, equally diſtributing | 
her burthen to every fide, but this was tonoÞ7 
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purpoſe, for while we ſtrived to make her ſaile 
eaven, the winde would turne on a ſudden, and 

beat on the other ſide of the ſhip, infomuch thar 
we were all in great fear of drowning: at which 
there was a great ſhout inthe ſhip, and we were 
all forc'd to run back tothe place from whence 
we came : and this wee did fix or ſeven times, 
carrying our luggage backward and forwards 
from place to place, expeRing death every 
houre, which I rhinke was not farre off, for in 
the afrernoone the ſunne was quite taken fron 
us,that we could ſee one another no better than 
by moone-light : the lightning ſhone, the thun- 


der ratled,and the aire was whollydiſtempered. 


The waves rifing from the bottome of the ſea, 
and bearing one againſt another, made a hide- 
ous noiſe « betwixtthe heaven and the ſea was 
heard a horrid and confuſed murmour, like the 
ratling found ofa trumpet : our ropes wornc in 
two, and violently rent from our failes, fcll 
downe,and this we fear'd,leſt the plankes being 
broken, and the nailes looſened, our ſhip ſhould 
fall in pieces : all the deckes by this time were 
covered with water,ſfo we lay in the bottome as 
ifit had beene ina denne or cave, committing. 
our ſelves wholly to that fentence which it 
ſhould pleaſe fortune to paſſe upon us, all —_ 
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of eſcaping being quite caſt awayzfor the waves 
comming thicke againſt the fore part and hin- 
der part of the ſhip, ſeemed to runne atilr one at 
the other, ſome of them were like mountaines, 
otherlike whirlepooles . but they troubled us 
moſt which came obliquely againſt the ſhip,for 
they overwhelmed it with water. Moreover, 
thele kinde of waves being mounted almoſt as 
high as the clouds, did nevertheleſs ſceme to be 
of a prodigious greatneſle , but falling down a- 
eaine,that you might the more plainly diſcerne 
them, you would thinke one ſufficient to drown 
a thouſand ſuch ſhips : As the billowes fought 
one with another, ſo the winde fought with 
them , inthe meane time we were ſo toſt up and 
downe, that wee could ſtand ſtil! in no place, | 
though ſome of us held by the tackling, others 
by the fide of the ſhip. A great confuſion of | 
out-cries there was, the water that grumbled, 
the windethart kept a roaring, the women they 

ſhreekt, the men they cryed out, the Mariners 
they ſhouted to cheare up one another at their 

worke; butall in vaine, for there was no place | 
free from ſorrow and weeping. Then the Ma. # 
{ter ofthe ſhip commanded ſhe ſhould be eaſed 
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of her hurthen, which was {traightway done ; ; 
gold and ſilver being throwne out as well as ne : 
FE: -  baſer * 
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baſer commodities, the Merchants alſo them-_ 
ſelves lent a hand to helpe to fling out their own 
goods; ſo that by thattime there was almoſt 
nothing left in the ſhip, yetthe tempeſt ceaſt 
not,inſomuch that our Piiote forſooke his'com- . 
paſſe, and would ſtirre our caurſe ao longer, but 
committed us all to the mercy of the ſea, and 
made ready the cockboare, into which he him- 
ſelfe firſt entred, and the reſt ofthe Mariners af- 


cer him, 

Now here aroſe a greater miſchiefe than the 
other, for wee fell all together by the ears who 
ſhould get firſt into the boat, for the Mariners 
had cur the rope by which thee wastyed to the 
ſhip , the paſſengers ſeeing this did what they 
could to get.in, but the ſailers would notler 
them, holding up {words and hatchets at them, 
threatning to ſtrike them it they camein, which 
made the paſſengers ſnatch up what came next 
to hand to defend themſelves, ſome a broken 
oare,others pieces of old plancks: violence was 
all the law they obſerved in this ſtrange and un- 
heard of ſea-fight. For they which were inthe 
boare { fearing leaſt if there came too many in 
they ſhould be all caſt away) laid on them with 
{words and hatchets, ſothat ſome were {laine, 
others ſtepping ſhort fell into the ſea, and they

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which were got in were fighting with the Ma- 
riners: for there was not the leaſt ſhame or {cru- 
ple of friendſhip left amongſt them , every man 
providing for his owne ſafety , and not caring 
for anorhers : This can the greatneſle of dan. 
ver doe: ſtraightway one of the paſſengers, a 
Iuſty ſtout fellow, caught hold of the rope, and 
drew the cockboat to him, whereat every man 
provided himſelf toleape in, as ſoone as it came 
within reach, which but few of them obtained, 
ſo cutting the rope with their hatchets, they ler 
the boat goe where it would, Our ſhip all this 
while turned round , and at laſt daſhing againſt 
a rocke, broke all to pieces : our maine maſt be- 


ing broken in one place and bowed in another. 


Thoſe that were caft away at the breaking of 


our ſhip, I count were in better caſe then we that | 


ſtayed, (For death prolonz*d ina tempe/t kils a man 
ere be feele it whilſt hu eyes beine filld with the great- 
reſſe of the danger, make hu feare as great ) Some 
ſeeking to ſwimme away were daſht againſt the 
rocke, ſome getting upon old boards, looked 
| like ſo many ſea monfters, ſome halfe dead floa- 
ting on the waters : But by good chance a pret- 
ty bigge peice of the forepart of the ſhip fell to 
Leucippes ſhare and mine, in which wee ſat, Me- 


wean and Saiyriw and others, having lighted on 
the 
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the maine maſt, held faſt by that, C/;z»7as we ſaw 
not farre from us, beſtriding the faile yard, who 
bid us have a care that wee let not goe our hold, 
which while he wasſpeaking,there came a great 
wave and overwhelmed him,threatning us alſo, 
but as the fates would have it, it only raiſed the 
wood whereon weſate; ſo being lifted on high 
weeeſpyed Clinias againe : wherfore not with- 
out tears I burſt forth at length and cryed, Take. 
pity on us god Neprare, and ſpare thoſe reliques 
of our ſhipwracke, wee have died a thouſand 
deaths, being in a continuall feare of death, but 
y ifthou wiltthat wee periſh, divide us not, but 
7 letone wave [{wallow us both, or if it bee thy 
= pleaſureto make us food for thy flocke, let one 
fiſh devoureus, ſo by that meanes we ſhall both 
lye in one ſepulchre. 

After 1 had thus prayed, the winde ceaſt,and 
the waves were ſtill, wheron you might ſee ma- 
ny hundred carcaſes, Menelawus vvas caſt on 
the ſhore of Zzypr , intoa place inhabited by 
thieves and pirates, and about the evening 1t 
vyas our fortune to arrive at Pelaſium ; and ha- 
ving ſet footing on the long vviſhe for earth, vve 
gave many thanks to the gods for our ſafe deli- 
very; aftervvards vve bemoaned C/;n:a4 and Sa- 


;75r vwvhom vve ſuppoſed to be dead.

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At Pelaſuum is the ſtatue of Tupiter Caſſive, pi- 
cured ſo young, that you would rather take 
him for ,zpolothan 1upiter,in his right hand he 
held a pomegranate,the reaſon whereof was ve- 
ry myſterious : we entered the Temple to aske 
of this ſtatue what was become of Clinias and 
Satyrw (tor it gave anſwers to ſuch as asked any

Lexcip- 
pe hath almoſt flaine me,doe thou fave me, ſhee 
has not yet paid thee for that life ſhe owes thee, 
let her in loving me make thce requitall ;. thou 
ſhalc have for thy pains fifty pieces of gold, and 
Leucippe as many as ſhee will aske. Then Meze- 
[aws anſwered, Your money, Sir, keepe to your 
ſelfe, orat leaſtwiſe profecr it to ſuch as uſe ro 
ſell courteſies : for my part,ſceing I am ſo deep- 

ly ingaged in your favour, I ſhall endeavour to 
make it appeare to you, that you have not faſte- 
ned your affeQion on one void of all deſert. 

| Not long aftcr he mer with me,and told mee

True, ſaid Menelaus, but you 
ſee how hard a thing it is for her toconceale it 
from her husband, whois {till converſant with 
her, and beſides which loves herſo dearely, 1 
bur, ſaid Charmides, it is an eafie matter to ſend 
him out of the way. Whereat Menelaws ſeeing 
him ſo eager npon the marter,and fearing much 
leſt T ſhould have ſome milchiefe done me, fai- 
ned this excuſe;wonldyou needs knowthe truth 
of the matter Charmide, Iwiltell youyſhe is fick, 

I will tay then, ſaid hee, three or foure dayes, 

meane whilelct her come to me, and talke with 
me ;Tlong to heare her voice, to take her by the 
hand, and to embrace her, this would bce ſome 
remed y for my love-fi ke ſoule, ſure ſhee may 
lately give me a kiſle. 

When Menelaus was came backe, and told me 
this, I could not chuſe but at his laſt words cry 
our, ' that no man bur my ſelfe ſhould enjoy a 
kiſſe (than which nothing is more ſweet) from 
Lencippes mouch. For in rhe congreſſe queftionleſſe 
there © ſome meaſure and ſatiety, but kiſſes are end- 
leſſe, and alwayes freſh.

and made a woman by nothing elſ{ezthisſhallno 
man adulterate,and hee that ſhaliſecketo robbe 
me of this treaſyre, will brand me withan infa* 
mie which I will by no meanes beare. ' Where- 
fore I rhinke it beſt yer longer to milk his hopes; 
| For a lover, ſo long as he hath any hopes of obtaining 
hu deſire, will brooke any delayes, but if” hee loſe his 
Þ poſvibility, any obſtacle which hindets him he will re- 
move ; eſpecially if hee have power to doe'it without 
controule , bat if he ſee himſelfe negletied, hee & the 
more enraged. SHOES 
While wee were thus conſulting, in came a 
meſſenger, who brought newes that Lenceppe as 
| ſhe was walking fell downe, and ſtrucke our one 
yvÞ of hereyes ; with this we ranne (traightway to 
the place, and found herlying onthe ground, 
but comming nearer, ang asking her what had = 
befell, ſhe looked upon me, rolling her bloudie

Charmides alſo (by reaſon of 
the tumult which was there. made) hearing of 
this ranne thicher ſpeedily, who knowing what 
had paſt, thought ſhe had difſembled, and caſt- 
ing his eic afide,lookt wiſhfully on Mecnelans,fu- 
ſpecting that this had beene done ro put a gull 
on him ; but finding out the truth, hee himſelfe 
was much prievedat this accident, — 
Meane while ropes are brought, and Leucippe 
is bound; which when I ſaw, turning my ſelfeto_ 
eHenclaws(forall the reſt were gone out) I laid, 
Looſel pray you thoſe bands for they will in- 
jure her tenderskinne, let her andI alone, my 
twining imbracements ſhall ferve in ſtead of 
chaines, let her vent all her fury on mee, for my 
life is loathſome to mee, ſince I am in company 
with my Zevcippe , and ſhee acknowledges mee 
not : I ſee her bound and dare not bee ſo merci- 
full as to looſe her.

While 1 ſpake this Mezelaus put meein good 


comfort, affirming that thoſe diſeaſes were not 


of any long continuance, bur ſuch as youth was 
often incident to, for that the young bloud bai-. 
ling inthe veines, by evaporating up into the 
braine diſtempers it,and conſequently bereaves 
the party of ſenſe ; upon this wee concluded 
that Phyſitians were to be ſent for, and Phyfick 
ſpecdily preſcribed. LR: 
So Menclaus haſted to Charmides,defiring him 


that the Phyſitian of his army might. bee ſent 


for, which hee eaſily condiſcended tg, as being 
glad of any opportunity to expreſlg his good 
will towards Zeacippe. The Phyſitjan comming 
in, told us that firſt he muſt caſt her into a ſleep,

and to ſay truly the victory is cquall, bur in that 
regio where the ſhepheards inhabite,there is ſtil 
much water; forthe annuall inundation of Ni- 
las being paſt, many ſtanding pooles ar left full 
of water, which ſoone after is choaked up with 
mudde; through which place ſome paſſe on 
foot, others inlitle boats nobigger than to carry 
one n Ingle man, for ſhould they bee greater h& 
ving not water ſufficientto bearethem up. they 
would ſtick taſt in the mudde, but being ſmall 
and light, thatlittle water ſuffices them, andif 


they chance to cometo aplace while they are 


rowing, where they have not water enough, 
then they take their boats on their ſhoulders, 


and paſſe over on foote till they finde ſome. 


In thoſe marſhes there bee many -Ilands lye 
ſcattered ; thoſe which are not inhabited, are 
overgrowne with paper reeds, which grow ſo 
thicke, that betwixt every ttemme there is but 
juſt roome enough to entertaine one man, and 
the leaves at the rop touch one another ; hither 
the ſhepheards berake themſelves, conſult roge- 
ther, and lyein ambuſh, while the paper reeds

remember N:chocs: to this City as toa moſt in- 
vincible fort they repaired,relying much;partly 
on the number of their ſouldiers, partly on the 
firuation of the place, for it had bur one paſſage 
intoit, and that over-a' narrow cauſeway, an 
hundred and twenty paces in-lengrh,and twelve 
in breadth.

When they ſaw Charmidesapproaching,they 
deviſed rhis ſtratageme: having gor all their old 
men, and attiring them like ſuppliants, putting 
branches of palme-trees in their hands, they 


commanded rhe valianteft of their youth, that. 


they ſhould follow them cloſe atrhe heeles, e- 
very one armed with his buckler and ſpear, thac 


by this meanes the. old-men going before with 


theſe emblemes of peace; might ſhrewd the ar- 
med men behind them, who partly hid by theſe 
 boughs, and partly by dragging their weapogs 
onthe ground,could not be diſcovered ; intgn- 
ding that if C4armides would grantthe old men 
their requeſts,the young men ſhould not fight W 
: all, 
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1to Clitophonand Leicippe 

all, but if hee would not, that they ſhould lead 
Charmides i into their Citic , under pretence of 
| ſubmitting themſelvesra whar death he ſhould 
pleaſe ro inflit upon them, and when they had 
brought him to the Cauſeway, rhe old menup- 
ona watchword given, ſhould fling away their 
boughes and fave themſelves by flight, and 
they which were armed ſhould; ruſh upon

- Thus having ordered themſelves, they mer 
Charmides ,betfecehing himrhar hee would have 
com paſſion. on their old age, and that for their 
ſakes, the whole Ciry might fare the better ; 
which peacefull condirtons it hee would yceld 
ta, they promiſed to give him an hundred ta- 
tents of filver,and as many men whom he __ 
ſend as pledges to the Governour of | Zzypr , all 
which they ſeemed to have becne willine faith - 
fully ro have performed, had hee accepted of 
chele conditions : but giving: lirtleeare ro what 
they ſaid, he ſcemed not willing to entertaine 
chetn profer., which che: olde 1 men perceiving 
broke Gale into this fad fermociharion, O 
th, if our fate have ſo decreed wee ſhall pa- 
ttently beare thee 1 Onely doe thon, O Charm. 
es, deigne us this favonr,nortto ſlay us withouc

Charmides hearing this, diſmiſt the arcateſt 
part of thoſe forces which heethad on for 


 chebartell, bidding them without ſpoile- ortur 


mult, quietly repaireto the army, allthat had 
paſt was elpied ||by ſons. ſcouts whom the 
theeves had {retro watch, [and charged; thatas 
ſoqne as they ſawthe enemy ; approach, they 
ſhould cut a paſſage thrfughthe banke ofthe ri- 
ver, and let the water in upon them ,which they 
uſually damme_up., bur whenithey:would water 
the plaines let it,out : Behind this village was a 


ereattrench digged, thedamine whereof im» 


mediatlyiupon cheir reproachahey broke down; 
the old -menart that very. inſtantfled, ſome one 


way, ſome another : the yoiing men who had 


all chis white;drawed. rheir weapons: on. the

felt the ſtrqke ; ſome-were laine ere they could 
know any thing at all;others ſtrucke with a ſud- 
daine feare ſtood till, expeRing-death, others 
there were who-had their heeles tript up with 
the violence ofthe wafer ; many ſtriving to flie 
were drowned; for the. water by this time was 
up totheir navels which ſtood on the cauſeway, 
by which 'meanesthe ule of ' their bucklers was

Queſtionleſſe:this was a ſtrange kind of ſhip- 
wracke,no ſhippe being neare them, and which 
may exceed bcleete,there was ſhipwrack on the| 
carth,and a land battaile fought in'the water. 
The ſhepheards proud of their _—

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| ſted much of the vidorie, thinking they had ob- 


rained ir by their valour, nor fraud ; tor the na- 
ture ofthe eAfgypuanis chis, that while he isin 
danger he is ti:norous, bur when ſecure,courad= 


gious ; for either hee yeeldes moſt (laviſhly, or 


dominceres moſt proudly. | 
By this rime - Lencippe had beene ſicke iloven 
daies, nor was there any hope of recovericletr, 
h:d Inor heard her in her fleepe utter theſe 
words, Thou 0 Gorgias art the cauſe of my mad. 
n:ſſe; which inthe morning I told tro Menelaws, 
asking him wherher he knew one Gorgias which 
lived in that village: afterward going our of our 


| tent we met a young fellow m the ſtreete, who 


ſalured me with this complement: You are fair- 
ly mer Sir by one that ſhall preſerve both you 
and your wife : 'at which I being aſtoniſht, as 


| ſuppoſing him to bee a man ſent from the gods, 
 askt him whether his name were Gorgzas, he an- 


ſwered no,bur my name is Chereas, for Gorgias 
hath beehe the cauſe of allthis niſchiefs: bur 


more ainazed at this, I askrhim whar miſchiefe, 


or what Gorgias hee meant * for the godsthat 
aight revealed ſomething tome concerning him 
in my dreame,which I defired him to expound. 
Then ſaid he,rhis Gorgias Was aleEzyprian ſoul- 
dier,, who was flaine in the battaile, hec __ in 
[ love

love with thy vvife,and being skilfull inthe pg. 
werofherbes, mingled a love potion, under-_ 
mining your e/£2yptian ſlave who attends on 
you to adminiſter it ; but vvhile hee unwiſely. 
made |choice of too ſtrong ingredients, the 
phyltre (turning to little better than poiſon) 
made her mad: all this Gorgias his ſervant told 
me yeſterday, whomar ſeemes fortune preſer- 
ved alive inthe midſt of the battaile ro doe you 
good ; for he conſtantly afhirmes to me that hee 
hath a medicine 'vvhich ſhall utterly diſanull. 
the force of the phyltre:forthe curehe demands 
foure pieces of gold. For your love, Sir,ſ{aid I,1 
am not unthankfully and vvould you bring chis 
man to me, TI ſhbuld acknowledge my ſelfe far. 
ther ingag'd: ſo parting from him I went home, 
where meeting vvith my </Zgyprian flave, I 
ſoundly bepummelled him on the face withmy 
_ fiſt, and with threatning language compelled 
bim to confeſle all that Charmides had told mee, 
vvhich vyvhen I had extorted, I caſt him into 
gaole. 
By this time was Chereas returned with Gor- 
2:45 his ſervant, towhom I willingly disburſed 
the money, asarevvard dueto them for their 
good ridings; but {aid I,heare my opinion con- 
cerning this your medicine, a potion you know 
vvas 
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yas the cauſe of her {ickneſſe, whereforeia my 
judgcment,it vvere nar fit that her bodice thould 
be weakned by any more phyſicke, butgoeto, 
mingle your ingredients here that wee may lee 
what they are, which if you doe you ſhall have 


halfe your pay beforehand. You do well,quoth 


the ſervanr,to icare the worſt, yet ſuch things as 
I ſhal give her would have you know are com- 
mon, and fuch as we uſually eate, for the ſame 
quantity which I ſhall give her, I will firſt take 
my ſeclfe « ſo immediately hee named every in- 
oredient, and ſentfor themiby a meſlenger, 
which vvhen they were brought hee pounded, 
and mingled before us, and dividing them into 
two parts, the one hee ſaid hee would firſt take 
himſelfe, the other hee vvould give the maide ;

116 Clitophon and Leucippe 
medicine, which ſprangeſt from the goddeſle 
Tellus, and waſt beſtowed on mankinde by #- 
ſculapizs, may thy vertue bee greater than the 
large promiſes of this Phyfician ; be propitious, 
and expell from her ſtomacke this ſalvage and 
barbarous poiſon, that T may againe enjoy my 
Leucippe. Having with theſe words compacted 
as it were with the phylicke for her recovery, 
and kiſſing the cup againe and againe, I admini- 
Rred it, which ſhe had no ſooner received, but 
(as the Phyſician had before told us) ſhee fcll a- 
ao then taking my place by her, I askt her 
theſe queſtions, as if ſhe had beene awake, Wilt 
thou againe recover thy loſt ſenſes ? wilt thou 
any more acknowledge me? ſhall I hear the me- 
lodious harmony of thy voice ? tell me,prophe- 
fie inthy dreame, for ſo thou did(t yeſterday, 
when thou exclaimd'ſt againſt Gorgrus, tell me 1 
1Jay,for now thou canſt beſt, ſeeing thy dreames 
ſavour of wiſedome, thy words and attions of 
tolly and madnefle. | 
WhileI thus ſpake, the long. lookt for day 
appeared,and LZewcippe awakened, and called me 
by name; whereat I ſtarting from my ſeat,ranne 
Nearer to her, and askt her how ſhe did , but ſhe 
not knowing it ſeemes what had paſt, ſtood a 
great while wondering how ſhee came bound ; 


by 
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by this perceiving her to bee fully recovered, I 
ſpeedily looſed her bonds, and related to her 
the whole ſtory of her madneſſe, which when 
ſhe heard ſhe bluſhr, thinking her ſelfe ſill ro be 
mad ; but 1 cheering her up, bid her be of good 
comfort,and diſcharged the expenſe of her fick- 
neſle, for thoſe moneyes which wee had rooke 
with us to fray the charges of our journey, Saty= 
74 had kept ſafe in the midſt of our ſhipwrackez 
nor did Memnelaws or I afterthat take any ching 
from the theeves. - oe 

The ſhepheards whom you heard even now 
had got the victory, were not long after by freſlx 
ſupply of ſouldiers ſent from the chiefe Citie, 
utterly overthrowne, and their Cities ranſackt, 
whereby wee being treed from the feare of rob-. 
bing ſer forward once more for Alexandria, ta- 
king Chereas along with us, whom for his extra- ' 
ordinary love wee kindly intreated,6& admitted 
into our familiarity; he was by profeſhon a fiſh. 
erman, of the Iland Phares, who in the ſea fight 


againſt the ſhepheards, for his skill in Navigatt- 


on ſerved as a ſouldier, and that ended was dil. 
miſt. 
Soas before I told you the coaſts being clear, 
and the feare of robbing (which for a long time 
had ſtaved us off from our intended voyage) be- 


ing paſt, we ſtroke faile. Then 
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 Thenthenolle of the Mariners, the finging 
of the patlengers,the pleaſanrneſle of the river, 
whoſe ftreams more ſmooth than rhe Marble, 
ſeeming as it were kceepe holyday, gave usno 
ſmall delight : at that time defiring ro know the 
Gweetnefle of the river N-lzs, 1 dranke ſome of 
the water, not mixing any wine with it, leaſt it 
ſhould be an hindrance to mee in deſcrying rhe 
nature, or diſcerning the taſte : ſo I fd a Chri- 
ſtall glafſe with the water, which ſeem'd to mee 
_ morecleare thanthe glaſle, to the taſte it was 
cold,yet ſweet and pleaſant withall, fo that the 
Agyprians havingttore of this water, tecle no 
want of wine ; nor doethey crinket it in cups as 
we doc,but in the hollow of their bands, for the 
mariners lying along fil] their hands with it,and 
caſt it into their mourh, which they were ſo cx- 
pert ar, thatthey ſpild not a drop, 

One thing I ſaw about theriver worth the 
raking notice of,a creature farre fiercer than the 
horſe of Nilus, the name of it is a Crocadile, in 
{hape it reſembles both a fiſh and a foure- footed 
beaſt ; heis of agreat lengrh, bur kis breadth is 
no way proportionable'to it ; his skinne is rough 
with ſcales, his backe of a darke colour, like a 
rocke ; his breaſt white, . his fourc legges bend 


outward as the Iegges of a land Tortoiſe ; his 
faile 
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taile is thicke and long, not much unlike the reſt 
of his body, which being part of his backe bone 
as it were, is hard, ſet wirh a row of teeth on the 
top like a ſaw; this in taking his prey he uſeth as 
a whip or ſcourge, ſtriking ſuch beaſts as hee 
would devoure, andat one blow making many 
wounds; his necke is immediately joyned to his 
ſhoulders, thar you can perceive no ſpace be- 
twixt them, Nature having conceal d it;the reſt 
of his body is of a honible ſhape, eſpecially 
when he opens his jawes, for you would thinke 
him then all mouth ; and when he gapes nor, he 
lookes as if he were all head; when he feeds, he 


moves only the upper jaw, which is obſervable 


innoother creature : his teeth afe many, ſer like 
the teeth of a comb, which they that have num. 

bred have found to be ſo many as there be daics 
in the yeare : how vaſt and ſtronghhee is, if you 
{aw him on the land (for he1s of thoſe kinde of 
beaſts which we cal Amphibia) you would think 


almoſt incredible, 
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The Argument, 


Chereas being admitted to the familiarity of Cli- 
rophon, ſets Pirats tofteal away Leucippe whom 
hee had privately before loved, Clitophon be- 

wailes her loſſe, afterwards meets by old friend 
Clinias, who beard by one Diophantes of Tyre, 
of Clirophows being in Alexandria : hee com- 
forts him for the loſſe of hs Leucippe , whom all 
men thouzht the Pirats had ſlain?, but better fore 
tune rejervedher alive ; for Melite 4 rich widow, 
whoſe busbana was reported to have dyed at ſea, 
falling in lovewithClitophon, aud bringing him 
 bometo her houſe , Leucippe (whom the Pirats 
had ſold is Melites fteward for a ſlave, under the 
name

owne Citie, Departing from thence wee came 
to that place which tooke its name from Alex- 
anacr, and there I ſaw another City which was 
thus beautified: 

At the end you might diſcerne another rowe 
ot pillars goe athwart them; ſo that mineeyes 


_ gazing 
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eazing on them could not be ſatisfied with ſce- 
ing, or fully comprehend all parts which were 
repreſented untothem : ſome I faw, others I 
was to ſee, ſome I wiſht to ſee, other things 
which were not in themielves worthy the fighr 
my curioſity would not let ſlip; and although 
that which I ſaw ſecmed at the preſent to ſarif- 
fie my longing eye, yet would it till wonder to 
recreate it ſclfe with a new object yet unſeen , 
bur at length indeavouring by all means to take 
a full view of the Citie, I failed in my purpoſe, 
and was forc'c to confeile my ſ{elfe glutred, ere 
ſatisfied ; but one thing above all che reſt ſee. 
med ſtrange,and almolt incredible to mee, that 
the City was as big, as beautifull, and rhe num» 
ber of the inhabitants anſwerable roboth, ſo 
that it were hard ro. determine whether the ſpa-_ 
ciouſneſſe or beautifulnefſe of the buildings, 
whether the greatneiſe of rhe Citie, or multt- 
tude of the people had the preheminency ; for 
hee which had icen ſo many inhabitants, would 
have much doubted whither the place would 
have contained them or no. | | 
Art the time of my arivall at this place, were 
he feſtivals of that great god celebrated, whom 
the Grecians call Ds, the Egyptians SERAPIS, 
the Latines Fapiter, to whom the people ſacriti- 
CINgz 
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Cing, the fires ſhone in every part of the Cirtie, 
where I obſerved one thing worthy admirati. 
on, that when the evening was come, and the 
ſunne was ſer, nonightenſued , but another 
ſunne aroſe ftraightway divided into a great 
many little parts, then did I perceive the Citic 
to contend with the heavens almoſt in beautie. 
I ſaw alſo the ſtatue of 7upiter Milichins,and that}; 
divine temple of his, to whom having perfor- 
med a moſt obſequious worſhip, and prayed 
that ar [aſt he would put a period to our misfor- 
tunes, wee entred into a houſe which Mexnelaw 
had hired : but as by the event it appeared, the 
god granted not our requeſt, ſceing fortune had 
one more danger wherein ſhee meant to try us, 
for Chereas loved Leucippe long before,and what 
hee did for her recovery when ſhee was ſicke, |}; 
was but a pretence of kindnefſe, that by that 
meanes he might in{11uate himſelfe into our fa- 
miltarity,and therey make a freer paſſage for his 
love to Lexcippe, but ſeeing how hard it was to 
efte covertly,and underhand what hee had in- 
tended, hee thought upon another way , tolay 
waite for Lencippe : ſo having called ſome P1- 


rates together, fellows which were well skilled ff; 


in Navigation, as he himſelf was, he gave them 
their charge.

| Notlong after hee invited us to the Pharus, 


or watch rower in Zeypr.telling us that it was his 


birth -day, which hee intended there to cele- 
brate, but as wee went forth of doors there hap- 
pened an evil omen to us,for a hawke purſuing a 
(wallow ſmote Zexcippe on the face with her 
wing, at which I was muchtroubled, and look- 
ing up to heaven faid ; Shield mee 7upiter, what 
ſhould rhis thing portend | if this bird were of 
thy ſending, give mee ſome other omen, where- 
by I may more clearly conſtrue the meaning 
of this ; not obſerving all chis while the picture, 


for behinde mee was a painters ſhop, wherein 


was expreſt the miſerie of ?:ozye, rhe violence 
of Terews, the cutting out of Philomela's-trongue, 


and the whole fable;in it was the ſampler, wher- 


in was wrought what Phi/omela had {uffered,the 
ſampler a ſervant unfolded, while Ph:lomela 
pointed toward it with her finger, to ſhew her 
ſiſter Progye what ſhee had undergone, Progne 
ſeemed to underſtand the meaning of it, where- 
at ſhee contracted her brow , which the painter 
had done fo lively that her very picture ſeem'd 


to be angry,to fee the ob{cene poſtures of lafci- 


vious Terew forcing the chaſt Philomela, who 
having her haire pul'd about her ears, her girdle 
looſ'd, her garment rent,diſcovered a great _ 
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of her naked breaſt ; her righr hand ſhe held be- 
forc her eyes, ſeeming much oftended at whar 
Terews did ; her left hand gathered a part of her 
torne veſture, wherewith ſhee ſtriv*d to cover 
her breaſt : But Terews all this while moſt inmo- 
deſtly for'cd her: this part of the ſtory was pain- 
red as if irhad been wrought on a ſampler with 


a ncedle, in the other parr of the piture ſome 


women did very orderly ſerve unto Tere, the 
head and hands of his owne child in a dith ;rhe 
women themſelves ſmil'd, and yet trembled at 
the ſight ; but Terews riſing from his ſeat, drew 


his ſword at them, and thruſt away the table 


which ſeem'd to fall, bnt yet fell nor. 
Mentlaws having tull viewed this picture,told 


us, that would wee take his counſell, he would 


perſwade us to deferre our journey to Pharw till 


{ome other time, for (fatth hee) have not two o-. 


»#nou things befell us in the way ; firſt the 
flight of the hawke, next the threats of the pi- 
&ure; and beleeve ir, thoſe which interpret 
ſuch things, bid us not fleight them as mcere fa- 
bles,but that weſhould compare theſe prodigies 
which happen to us while wee are in aftion,and 
obſerve whether they hold any analogie with 
the bufineſſe in hand ; now fee you not this p1- 

ture fraught wich all the miſchiefes which can 


befall 
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befall a woman ? obſcene and inceſtuous love, 
moſt ſhameleſle adultery ,and indeed whatnot? 
Bur uſe you your pleaſure, for mine owne part 
I would chuſe rather to ſtay at home. Which 
words of Mexelaws wrought ſo much upon mee, 
that Ttooke my leave of Chereas for thattime, 
who grieved much atir, and conjur'd me to go 
the next day with him : Hee being parted from 
us, Leucippe (as women defirous of fables ) bid 
mee tell her the meaning of the birds, and wo= 
men, and wharthey ſhould doe in the company 
of that impudent fellow, fo1 began, 

Thole birds thou ſeeſt were ſometime men 
and women, the women were Progne and Phile- 
ela, ewo lifters, borne at Athens, the one of 
them was turn'd into a Swallow, the orher into 
a Nightingale. The man whoſe name was Te- 
reus, was by birth a Thracian,husband to Progne, 
and as they ſay turn'd intoa Lapwing , who (as 
rhe cuſtome of ſuch barbarous people is) could 
not bee content with one woman, eſpecially 
when a faire opportunity of ſatisfying ther 1r- 
regular affeRions is offered them : The oppor- 
tunity he had was from the piery of Progne to- 
ward her ſiſter, by which hee tooke occaſion to 
ſecond his incontinence,for ſhee ſent him to ſee 
her ſiſter , who departed Progzres husband, but

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returned Philomelas raviſher ; thereby making 
her a ſecond Progne, which thing he indeavou- 
ring to conceale, in liew of her loſt virginitie, 
cut out the maids tongue : bur it was ro no pur- 
pole, for Philomela (though dumbe_) deviſed a 
meanes to reveale what ſhe had ſuffered ; work- 
ing with her needle on a ſamiplerthe whole ſto» 


ry; ſo by that meanes what ſhe could not make 


Her ſiſter hear, ſhee made her ſee.

had been offered to her (iſter, deviſed a revenge 
greaterthan can be imagined ; nor could leſſe 
be expected, for the anger of the one, and the 
malice of the other conſpiring rogether, made 
a banquet farre more dcteſtable than the injury 
offered unto.

great was her fury,that ſhe preferr'd the pleaſure 
the tooke in revenge, before the paines of her

There 15a woman in Epbeſus namied eMelite, 
which is deepely jn love with thee, ſhee js very 
rich, and fo faire, that when thou ſeeſt her thoy 
wilt take her to be ſome goddefle, ſhe hath late- 
ly loſt her husband at ſea, and now defires thee 
not fora husband,' but for a paramour, laying 
her ſelfe and all her fortunes ar the feet of thy 
acceptance; for thy ſike ſhee hath ſayed here 
two moneths,wooing of thee to goe home with 
her ; nor can I ſee any reaſon why thou ſhauldſi 
bee backward in granting her ſuit, unleſſe thoy 
lookſt that Lencippe1 ſhould re reyiye againe. I = 
| fat 
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faid Clhinias, Satyrmin my minde counſels you 
well, for there needs no demurring, when + 
ty, riches, and love, offer themſelves ſofreely, 
whereby thou maiſt not onely enjoy thy plea- 
fure, bur purchaſe credit, and furniſh thy ſelfe 
with all neceſlaries: beſides you muſt know that 
the gods may puniſh you for your pride ; no ſin 
being more deteſtable ro them rhan chat : con- 
tradi not therefore their will, and jf I may 
counſell you, follow Satyrus advice. 

Ar this I ſighed, ſaying, lead me whither you 
will, ſince C/;»#45 approves of it, ſo this woman 
bee not fo troubleſome or haſty as to exact my 
loveereI come to #pheſrw, for I have ſolemnly 
vowed not to marry any other in that place 
where I have loſt my Lencippe. Satyrus hearing 
_ this, carried the newes to Mele, and natlong 
after returned, telling us that at the relation of 
it the good woman was ready to {woun for joy, 
and that ſhe had invited me to ſupper that night, 
So1wenttoher. She had no ſooner ſeene mee, 
bur ſhe met me, entertaining mee with a thou- 
fand kiſfes, and embraces, nor was ſhee any of 
the nnhand ſomeſt, for ſhee was of a moſt beau- 
tifull aſpe&, ſuch as might befit Yeaw her ſelfe :

was apprehending mee, exclaimed {o hideouſly 
that in an inſtant Thad a whole jury:of Conſta- 
bles,and warchmen flockt abour me ; while hee 
laid the law againſt .-me, accuſing mee of ſuch 
hainous crimes as the whole City had ſcarce e- 
ver beene guilty of, at length calling me thiete, 
and adulterer, of both which crimes I was accu» 
fed in publique Court, and caſt intopriſon. 

But yet was not I ajort diſmayed at all tus, 
neither did the infamy of my accuſation, or the 
[| ignominy of my impriſonment diſhearten mee, 

tor I was 'moſt confident that I ſhould cleare

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my ſelfe by moſt invincible arguments, from 
the crime whereof I wag accuſed , ſeeing wee 
were both publiquely married : but this was 1t, 
which did moſt of all deje& mee, namely thar I 
had not yet come to enterchange diſcouvlſe 
with Lewcippe, CAoreover, the minae doth com 
monly preſaze bad things, but not good.

his eyes, for itis uſually ſcene that thereisnofÞ t 
ſtronger motive to compatiion, than the mour. || t 
ning of a woman, eſpecially if ſhee have newly || t 
blaſted the roſes of her cheekes with brmiſh |} | 
| teares, But ifher lover bee in preſence, anda} ! 
witneſſe of it, his eyes will never bee ar reſt, till || ! 
he have almoſt exhauſted thoſe fountaines. For || | 
ſure there is in beauty (whoſe chieſeſt ſeat is the 
eye) a certaine kinde of faſcinating power, 
whereby from the miſrefle to the paramour 
are conveyed ſome certaine rayes, which by 
way of ſympathy enforce himto be affected as 
e is, whether well orll, it is equally delight- 
full to him, ſeeing many times a loverwill ſtrive 
to repleniſh hiseyes with teares, which hemwill. 
there nouriſh and keepein,fearing leſt he ſhould 
_ unawares let them flow,and hismiſtrefle nor ſee 
them : which hee the more carefully obſerves, 
as knowing that teares are the bloud which

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Thus ſtood the caſe with'Therſauder,he wept 
chat he might curry favour with Leacippe, hope- . 
ing that ſhe would gueſle the cauſe of his grief 
ro bee no other then her owne. Then he turned 
abour to Soft heres and ſaid, Thou ſeeſt how this 
woman 1s dejeted, doe what lyes in thy power 
ro comforr her, perhaps 'my preſence may bee 
rroubleſometo her, therefore 1 will bee gone 
thongh ſore againſt my will : So hee departed, 
burere hee wear hee called: Sothenes aſide, and 
bid him ſpeake as much as hee could in his be- 
halfe , and that hee ſhould have a care after hee 
had diſparched the bulinefſe ro bee with him by 
break of day. 
Meanec while Me/te as ſoone as ſhee had par- 
ted from mee, {ent one to her countrey farme to 
cail back Zeucrppe,telling her thatthere was now 
noneed of her charmes, the meſſenger com» 
ming thirher, ſaw the maids very buſie in the 
ſearch of Leucippe, who were much diſturbed 
that ſhee could not bee founde : this newes hee

intelligencer, ſhould we beleeveall it ſayes; we 
ſhould beleeve thatthou alſo wert ſhipwratkt- 
For fame and calumny art near of kindred; this being 
the dauzgbier of that, the one being whore ſharps than 
a ſword;hotter than fire, aud to perſiwade more pre- 
wvalent than the voite of Syrens; the dtber being ore 
fluid thin the water, ſwifter that the wihde; and 
quicker of flight than any winged fowle : with efort

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The Argument. 


Therſander 79 bee revenped on Leucippe intends 
zo poiſon Clitophon, bus fearing the rigor of 
the law, he takes this courſe : hee cafts one zo the 
priſon where Clirophon was, who ſhould tel{ him 
that be chanced t9 be in company with one who was 
apprehended for marthering Leucippe,by rhe :1- 
ftigetion of Melite, and that the party himſeife 
which dia the deeawis fled, and hee was caff in 
priſon npon ſuſpicion that he was hu confederate. 
Clitophon beleeves this, and in publique court 
(to revenge himſelfe on Melite for the ſuppoſed 

_ killing of Leucippe) confeſſerh not onely that hee 


lay with Melite, but alſo that hee conſpired with 
_ O 2 T- ber 
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1965 Clitophon and Leucippe 
* ber for the making away of Leucippe both which 
crimes hy friend Clinias, who was then in place, 
endeavonred tocleare him from, but both hee and 
Clirophon miſe of their aymes, for ſentence is 
given by the Indges, that according 10 the lawes 
_ of the Land, Clitophon for accuſing himsſclfe 
ſhowld ſuffer death, and Melite ſhould have ſome 
leſſer puniſhment inflicded on her : but as good for- 
 T#ne would have it, by reaſon of ſome ſolemnity 
whereof Soſtratus Leucippes father was rhe 
chiefe author, Clitophons execution iu aeferred, 
Soſtratus as hee had beene tola the night before 
by Diana 7p a. dream, findes Clitophon, at 
whom he t© much offended for the ſtealing away of 
hu daughter Leucippe ; but afterwaras it # told 
him that Leucippe-was in the Temple of Diana 
(whither ſhe had fled as 10 analylum, having ta- 
| ken opportunity to ſleale away when Soſthenes 
was abſent ) by which meanes he 6 not onely ap- 
peaſed, but Clitophon # alſs freed from his owne 
accuſation for the preſent : afierwards hc walkes 
- mwnder bale of the chiefe Prieſt, till hee come to his 
ſecond appearance, to be fully ſet at liberty.

bee in uſe amongſt you at Byzantium, you. well 
| underſtand 
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underſtand my meaning, but if any of you be ſo 
unskilfull in muſtcke, as to bee ignorant of it, I 
will relate the whole ſtory of Pan, as much TI 
meane as belongs to the explaining of this. 

A Pipe confiſts of many reeds compacted in- 

to one, which being joyned one to the ſide of a- 
nother, give but one ſound, it is on both fides 
alike, but one reed is longer then another, yet 
are they proportioned ſo that there is no in- 
| equality in their ſounds, for the uppermoſt be. 
| ing biggeſt, gives the deeper ſound, the lower- 
moſt a more ſhrill, wherefore moſt necelſlary it 
15 that there ſhould bee one in the midſt of an 
indifferent ſize, which qualifying the other two 
ſounds might make the conſent true. : 
This Pipe when you firſt put it ro your mouth, 
is not much unlike Palas fite, onely that your 
mouth is the maine thing youule to thar, and to 
this your fingers : hee that playes on this ſtops 
all the holes excepr one, out of which is breath 
20es : but hee thar plaies on the fife, puts his 
mouth to that hole which hee would have 
ſound, and ſo goes from one to another as hee 
hath occafion : Time was when this pipe was a 
moſt beautifull virgin : who flying from Pay 
which was in love with her, betooke her ſelf in- 
to a thicke wood, Pan following her laid hands 
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on her, and held her faſt by the haire, ſuppoſing 
that ſhee was ſure his owne, but immediatly hee 
found that his hand graſped nothing bur a few 
MHlapgges and reeds, which they ſay ſprang up in 
the place where ſhe vaniſhed ; theſe in a fury he 
preſently cut up, as ſuppoſing that they had be- 
reaved him of his love;bur nor finding the maid 
in the reeds where hee thought ſhe was hid, he 
fizhed greatly, as if hee had beene guilty of her 
death; then gathering the broken flagges toge- 
ther wiich hee ſuppoſed to bec her members, 
he bganne to kifte them and embrace them : at 
length what with his kiſſing, and fighing, his 
breath got intothem, and they began to make a 
moſt melodions noiſe, by which meanes the 
Pipe got that ſound. This Pipe the god Pan 
himſelfe hung up in yonder cave, and as iris 
commonly reported hee comes ever and anon 
to play aleſſonon it: In ſucceeding times the 
Inhabitants of this place thinking to curry fa- 
vour with Dzana, conſecrated this Pipe ts her 
but upon condition, that none but maids ſhoult 
enter the plice where it hung : Wherfore when 
any maids chaſtity is ſulpeed, the people ac- 
company her to the doore, Now the manner | 
of iryall is this; ſhee is attired in along white 
robe, enters the cave,and hath the doores de 
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faſt upon her : if ſhe be chaſt thoſe which ſtand 
without heare a moſt ſweer and divine harmo- 
ny of muſick, whether the Echo the place gives 
be the cauſe of ir, or whether Pax himſelfe play 
the muſitian, I cannot rell, Immediatly after 
the doores ruſh open of their owne accord, and 
che Virgin comes out crowned with a garland 
of pine leaves. Butifſhee which goes in bee 
_ unchaſft, you ſhall heare nothing but a lament- 
able howling ; at which, the people forſake the 
place,and the woman in the den:but three daies 
after, a Virgin who hath the overſeeing of it,en= 
ters.in, finds the Pipe throwne on the ground, 
but ſhee which went in three dayes before is ne- 
ver more ſcene. EE 

This tryall muſt you bee put to, thinke with 
your ſ-lves how ſad the event is : if Lexczppe be 
chaſt, (which from my heart I wiſh) goc joyful. 
ly to work, ſtand to the tryall of it, and may the 
Pipe be ever propitiousto you : but if ſhee bee 
not ( for you eannot tell how many things ſhee 
hath ſuffered againſt her will, having fallen ſo 
often into the hands of theeves and rob- 
bers). | by 

Here LZeucippe rooke off the Prieſt ere he had 
_ done ſpeaking, and ſaid, Be nor ſo ſollicitous for 
me,Sir,let mealone,I will gladly enter the cave, 

- os where 
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where this pipe is. It very well pleaſes me, ſaith 
the prieſt, for I wiſh rhee all chaſtity and feli- 
City. Ji * 
 Whenevening drew neare, every one of us 
went to ourlodging where the Prieſt appointed 
us : C/;zzas (upt not with us that night, bur ar his 
Inne where he ſ{upt the day before, becauſe wee 
would not be burdenſome ro our Hoſt. Seffra 
1:4 hearing the ſtory of the Pipe, beganne to 
ſuſpe& us both much, leſt Zexcippe ſhould be no 
maid, yet for baſhfulneſſe we ſhould be aſhamed 
to confeſſe it to him ; which made mee becken 
to her that ſhee ſhould reſolve her fatHer of that 
doubt; ſhe preſently naderſtood the reaſon why 
I made {ignes to her, for ſhe well perceived that 
her father was loath to condeſcend that ſhee 
ſhould enter the cave, which made her preſent- 
ly invent ſome pretty arguments to perſwade 
him ; and taking her leave of him as ſhe was go- 
ing to bed; ſhee deſired him to beleeve all was 
told him, for ſo Dzara help her ſhe told him na- 
thing bur truth, F: 
 Theday after all things neceſſary being in a 
readinetle, the Prieſt and Softratw did ſacrifice, 
where was preſent a great aflembly, who with 
great ſhouts and acclamations gave thankes to 
the goddeſle Diana, Therſander(for he was =: 
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ſent too) having found out the judge, went to 
| himand faid,Sir, 1 deſire our day of appearance - 
may be deferred till ro morrow, for him whom 
you yeſterday condemned, hath ſome body or 
other ſer free, nor can Soſthenes any where bee 
found. So his ſuit was granted, and wee had 
more time to provide our ſelves againſt wee _ 
were to appeare. Which time when it was 
come, Therſander made this long Oration, 
W hat ſhall I ſay, or where ſhall I begin my 
ſpeech £ whom ſhall I firſt accuſe, and whom

READ WHAT the court hath decreed.
